The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the 
electronic circuit including assembly lines of the second semiconductor device have 
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made lengths thereof unequal for respective bits, and the unequal lengths of the 
mounting substrate lines have a relationship which offsets the unequal lengths of the 
assembly lines. This limitation is found in the above claims and is neither disclosed nor 
taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.

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ABSTRACT 



An electronic circuit includes a first semiconductor device and a second semiconductor 
device on a mounting substrate. The mounting substrate lines have lengths which are 
made unequal for respective bits. Assembling lines which reach connecting electrodes 
of a semiconductor chip from the external terminals of the second semiconductor device 
have made lengths thereof unequal for respective bits. The unequal lengths of the 
mounting substrate lines have a relationship which offsets the unequal lengths of the 
assembling lines.
